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CHAPTER XCIX. .

AN ACT TO PREVENT CATTLE. SHEEP, HORSES AND OTHER DOMESTIC
ANIMALS FROM RUNNING AT LARGE IN THE COURTIES OF LYOX,
REDWOOD, YELLOW MEDICINE, MARTIN AND LAC QUI PARLE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola :

SeoTIoN 1. 1t shall be unlawful for any person or persons to
allow any horses, cattle or sheep by him or them owned, or which
may be in his or their possession, or under his or their control, to
run at large upon the public highways, or upon the lands of any other
person, at any season of the yeuar, within the counties of Lyon, Red-
wood, Martin, Yellow Medicine and Lae qui Parle.

Sec. 2. Whoever willfully or negligently permits any bull, ox,
steer, cow, heifer, calt, horse, sheep or lamb, which may be in his
possession or under his control, or which he may own, to run at large
upon suvy public highway, or upon any land occupied or improved
within either of ‘the counties mentioned in the preceding section
shall be guilty of misdemeanorand upon cenviction thereof shall pay
a fine of not less than one dollar and not to exceed the sum of five
dollars for each offense.

Sec. 3. Each day upon which any animals in the preceding sec-
tion mentioned is permitted to run at large in the places, and under
circumstances in said section enumerated, shall constitute a diatinct
and separate offense within the meaning of this act.

Sec. 4, This act shall take effoct and be in force from and after
May fifteenth, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy-four.
